He  joined 
the  staff  in  1«3S  as  circulation 
manager  when  the  circulation  was 
only  1,001  Under  his  management 
he  had  quadrupled  the  circulation 
in  six  years,  and  in  1*42  became 
the  editor.”

Baptists  Invite 
Investigation 

Much  lias  been  said  during  the 
past  few  months  concerning  al¬ 
leged  communism  among  preach¬ 
ers.  Most  of  it  is  without  factual 
support.  However,  because  moat 
of  the  statements  and  charges  are 
absurd,  we  should  not  take  the 
position  that  everyone  is  perfect. 
•  We  think  the  editorial  quoted 
below  which  appeared  in  the  re¬ 
cent  issue  of  the  Dallas  Morning 
News  is  timely  and  to  the  point: 

“Religion  has  nothing  to  fear 
from  any  untrue  charge  as  to  the 
loyally  of  its  spokesmen. 

“Religion  has  everything  to  fear 
if  it  adopts  the  position  tlj^t 
charges  of  disloyalty  Against  pay- 
tor,  'rabbi  or  priest  are  absurd  per 
se  and  require  no  investigation. 

“By  resolution  at  the  San  An¬ 
tonio  session  Thursday,  Texas 
Baptists  met  that  situation  fully 
and  frankly.  The  Baptists  of  Texas 
invited  probe  of  their  clergy.  The 
Baptist  clergy  joined  in  that  open 
stand.  Specifically,  the  House  un- 
American  activities  committee  was 
invited  in. 

“All  of  this  makes  sense.  It  is 
absurd  to  imagine  that  the  clergy 
of  this  country,  Protestant,  Cath¬ 
olic,  Jewish,  is  to  a  large  degree 
set  against  the  traditional  democ- 
acy  of  this  Republic.  But  it  is  fatu¬ 
ous  to  contend  that  there  are  no 
converts  proselyted  into  Marxism, 
no  dupes  that  have  in  ignorance 
spread  the  doctrine  of  our  Com¬ 
munist  infiltrators. 

“The  church — all  churches  — 
will  be  better  off  for  a  full  and 
frank  investigation. 

“The  example  of  Texas  Baptists 
is  one  that  should  be  supported  by 
every  faith,  every  denomination, 
every  individual  congregation." 


The  State  Convention 

“The  greatest  State  Convention 
I  ever  attended,"  or  words  to  that 
effect  wer£  heard  over  and  over 
again.  They  are  our  sentiments, 
too.  In  fact,  not  a  single  pessimis¬ 
tic  expression  was  heard  from 
anyone 

Not  everybody  approved  one 
hundred  per  cent  of  everything 
that  was  done  but  so  far  as  we 
know,  there  are  no  scars.  The 
only  criticism,  and  that  not  much, 
was  that  a  few  of  the  reports  were 
everything  else  but. 

There  were  many  highlights. 
S|>ace  prevents  describing  all  of 
them,  but  the  Wednesday  night 
State  Mission  program  was  one  of, 
if  not  the  highest  point  of  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

Secretary  Quarles  had  planned 
a  unique  but  over-all  picture  of 
tlie  wide-spread  work  of  State 
Missions.  The  various -departments 
briefly  outlined  their  work  and 
several  used  posters  and  people 
to  aid  in  the  presentation. 

Unlike  some  Conventions,  with 
one  exception,  no  speaker  made 
charges  of  sinister  actions  by 
others. 

The  spirit  of  the  Convention  was 
one  of  optimism.  The  keynote 
seamed  to  be  a  deep  and  genuine 
concern  for  all  the  work  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists. 

In  adopting  a  new  policy  tor  di¬ 
vision  of  Cooperative  Program 
funds,  the  Convention  look  one  of 
its  most  far  reaching  steps.  A  later 
editorial  will  deal  with  this. 

Every  department  and  object 
had  a  good  report  with  progress 
the  dominant  note.  Mississippi 
Baptists  are  going  forward,  not 
merely  bolding  their  own,  in  the 
winning  of  the  lost  and  the  train- 
big  and  development  of  the  saved. 

The  spirit  of  fellowship  was 
fine.  Nobody  show'ed  evidence  of 
pessimism  or  disloyalty. 

Meeting  in  a  yearly  Convention 
Mississippi  Baptists  review  the 
past  and  plan  for  the  future.  Al¬ 
though  much  remains  to  be  done, 
the  past  year  was  one  of  progress 
and  accomplishment.  Ttie  future 
plans  are  large  but  the  future  can 
be  and  will  be  even  better  as  we 
move  on  to  greater  tasks  and  ac¬ 
complishments.

It  is  a  suggestion  that  will  help 
make  it  easier  for  the  church  to 
adopt  a  worthy  budget.  MAKE 
THE  BAPTIST  RECORD  A  PART 
OF  THE  CHURCH  PROGRAM. 
That  way  the  people  will  know 
about  the  various  objects  included 
in  the  budget.  T^iey  will  not  be  en¬ 
thusiastic  about  any  object  about 
which  they  know  little  or  nothing. 
This  suggestion  will  not  cost  the 
church  anything.  It  will  make  the 
budget  a  few  dollars  larger  in  its 
total.  But  more  money  will  come 
in  with  the  Baptist  Record  in  the 
budget  than  without  it.  Certainly 
no  one  will  expect  Baptists  to  sup¬ 
port  with  their  money,  and  their 
work,  time  and  prayers,  any  ob¬ 
ject  about  which  they  are  ignorant 

There  is  no  way  now  krtown  that 
is  practical  by  which  Mississippi 
Baptists  can  be  informed  about  all 
their  work  except  through  the 
Baptist  Record.

Dr  John  L.  Johnson  became  presi¬ 
dent  of  that  college  when  it  was  taken 
over  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  almost  “started  it  from  scratch." 
The  buildings  were  old  frame  struc¬ 
tures  and  there  was  no  endowment.  The 
campus  was  low.  flat,  undrained,  and 
unattractive. 

Under  the  leadership  ef  Dr.  Johnson, 
the  campus  was  beautified,  the  frame 
buildings  »eiy  replaced  with  the  per-, 
maneat  brick  buildings  we  now  have, 
the  enrollment  reached  five  hundred, 
and  the  college  became  accredited  by 
the  Southern  Association. 

If  Dr.  Johnson  had  been  spared,  (he 
college  would  probably  have  survived 
fhe  depression,  and  probably  would  not 
have  cloned  and  would  now  be  aa  ac¬ 
credited  institution  with  the  dormitories 
filled  with  girls. 

Other  leaders  have  done  well  in  spite 
of  discouraging  circuaastaaces,  but  all 
will  agree  that  Dr.  Johnson’s  services 
deserve  recognition.  Mrs.  Johnson's  won¬ 
derful  influence  will  never  die.  Other 
members  of  the  Johnson  family  gave 
h  be  rally  to  the  endowment.  Honor  to 
whom  honor  is  due.

Never  in  my  life 
have  I  used  any  form  of  tobacco,  and 
it  is  not  therefore  from  guilt  that  I  call 
attention  to  the  following  fact 
s  The  mission  money  we  give  is  not 
purchasing  the  tobacco;  the  mission 
money  is  purchasing  the  work  being  ac¬ 
complished  on  that  field.

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WE  CAN  HAVE  A  BETTER 
CONVENTION— 

•

The  Houston  Convention  was  tye  larg¬ 
est  we  have  had.  Nearly  thirteen  thou¬ 
sand  messengers  were  registered.  Many 
visitors  must  have  made  the  total  oet- 
of  the  city  Baptist#  eighteen  to  twenty 
thousand. 

But  the  Houston  Convention  left  much 
to  be  desired. 

First  the  Program  Committee,  from 
whom  some  of  us  had  hoped  for  more 
time  for  deliberation  and  free  discus¬ 
sion.  destroyed  that  hope  by  catting  out 
all  afteroowi  sessions.  In  addition  to  that 
restriction  they  loaded  the  program 
down  with  special  sermons  and  ad¬ 
dresses.  If  the  committee  had  studied 
By-Law  12,  which  says:  “This  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  due  regard  to  the 
customary  practices  and  precedents  of 
the  Convention  over  to  special  speakers, 
in  arranging  for  the  orderly  and  effici¬ 
ent  c endue!  ef  Rs  business  and  dhevs- 
sien  ef  its  werfc  (see  Sec.  It)”,  H  could 
have  teen  that  the  elimination  of  after¬ 
noon  sessions  violated  the  custom  of  the 
Convention  for  more  than  a  hundred 
years.  They  would  have  seen  also  that 
By-Law  It,  referred  to  in  their  instruc¬ 
tions,  provides  that  one  third  of  all  time 
for  discussion  of  all  reports  must  be 
reserved  for  discussion  from  the  floor. 
You  have  no  right,  according  to  the  By- 
Laws,  to  assign  all  the  Time  to  those 
presenting  reports  and  to  appointed 
speakers. 

The  Convention  went  in  a  gallop  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lack  of  time.  It  was  furious 
haste  from  start  to  finish.  There  was  no 
poise,  no  time  for  mature  deliberation. 
Mature  judgment  and  sound  discussions 
ara  Impossible  in  such  atmosphere.  If 


there  were  not  grave  mistakes  made  it 
must  he  due  to  the  promise:  "The  Lord 
preserveth  the  simple,”  with  the  com¬ 
mon  and  not  the  Latin  meaning  of 
•simple.” 

The  election  of  officers  was  a  disgrace 
to  any  dignified  Christian  body  which 
is  concerned  with  the  Lord’s  business. 
Because  of  a  foolish  amendment  made 
to  the  constitution  at  Miami  it  took  parts 
of  two  days  to  elect  officers.  One  did 
not  check  the  time  but  believes  that  the 
Convention  gave  more  time,  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  officers  than  to  any  other  sub¬ 
ject  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  with 
some  other  matters  were  crowded  and 
jammed  into  one  even  in  program.  How 
absurd: 

That,  foolish  amendment  adopted  at 
Miami,  just  because  the  Convention  hap¬ 
pened  to  elect  both  the  Vice  presidents 
from  Texas  when  it  met  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  should  he  repealed  »®  that  the 
Convention  can  get  on  with  its  business. 
We  should  not  be  so  tied  by  an  unwise 
law  that  it  requires  two  days  to  elect 
officers.  And  by  the  way,  the  ruling  that 
the  Convention  can  elect  officers  by  a 
plurality  vote  instead  of  a  majority  is 
not  constitutional.  By-Law  3  reads:  The 
parliamentary  authority  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  shall  be  Kerfoot’s  Parliamentary 
Law.”  Kerfott  says:  "Majority  rule  is 
a  fundamental  principle  in  deliberative 
assemblies,  except  where  an  assembly 
voluntarily  makes  some  other  rule  for 
itself  ”  The  Convention  could  make  such 
a  rule  and  put  it  to  the  By-Laws,  but 
unless  that  it  done  it  cannot,  to  order, 
elect  by  a  plurality. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  next  Program 
Committee  will  study  and  follow  the 
By-Laws  as  to  arrangament  of  consider¬ 
ation  of  business  and  open  discussion. 
When  freedom  of  discussion  goes  the 
freedom  of  the  assembly  goes;  and  regi¬ 
mentation  and  relegation  of  everything 
to  committees  follow. 

We  should  never  seek  •  fight  for 
fight’s  sake,  but  Dr.  Gambrell  was 
right,  as  he  usually  was,  when  he  said: 
“I  don't  like  a  fight  hut  am  wonderfully 
fond  of  the  liberty  that  makes  It  pos¬ 
sible.”  This  Convention  did  not  and  can¬ 
not  settle  the  matter  of  churches  dis¬ 
carding  the  ordinance  of  baptism  and 
practicing  open  membership.  The  Con¬ 
vention  has  no  authority  to  command 
churches.  But  suppose  churches  and 
preachers  should  arise  to  deny  the  Vir- 
gto  Birth,  vicarious  atonement,  the  es¬ 
sentia  Ideity  and  the  bodily  resurrection 
of  the  Lord.  Is  any  one  silly  enough  to 
think  that  the  Convention  must  receive 
messengers  from  such  organizstions  to 
order  to  avoid  a  fight?  Conventions  are 
as  free  as  churches  to  determining  their 
own  membership. 

Another  true  aphorism  of  Dr.  Gamb- 
rell  is,  “AD  the  people  know  more 
than  some  of  the  people”—*  good  thing 
for  the  program  committee  to  remera- 
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her  before  they  tarn  all  the  time  af 
the  Convention  and  also  special  matters 
It  is  not  dealing  fairly  with  the  messen¬ 
ger  a  to  introduce  an  embarrassing  per¬ 
sonal  equation  by  appointing  a  lot  of 
special  speakers  on  a  program  so  that 
it  seems  personal  to  oppose  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  report  Nobody  is  personally  op¬ 
posed  to  the  noble  brethren  who  are  ap¬ 
pointed.  But  such  appointment  consti¬ 
tutes  a  wrong  policy  and  violate*  the 
By-Law  provisioo  about  "the  orderly  and 
efficient  conduct  of  its  business  and  dto- 
cussion  of  its  work.”  A  convention  is  a 
business  meeting,  a  clearing  house  of 
opinion  through  intelligent  discussion, 
the  maturing  and  considering  of  report* 
and  convention  policies.  That  Is  the  only 
way  on  earth  for  Baptists  to  .do  the  job. 

Committee*  a‘nd  agencies,  are  good 
but  they  are  our  servant*  and  not  our 
master*.  They  don’t  mean  to  be  eur 
master*.  But  if  everything  is  left  for 
them  to  decide  that  feeling  may  grow 
up  to  our  great  detriment. 

Let  us  reserve  most  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  time  for  business  and  free  discus¬ 
sion.  and  go  light  on  special  speakers. 
Wc  don’t  want  to  oppose  the  Program 
Committee's  report,  but  if  all  the  time 
is  assigned  contrary  to  our  fundamental 
rules  that  may  become  an  issue  which 
will  cause  a  fight 

Liberty  within  law  is  a  good  rule  for 
conventions  as  well  as  for  citizens.

Thor*  is  ne  merit  in  hit  contention 
that  because  wo  have  had  thro*  Mo¬ 
tion*  Heretofore,  thot  w*  should  son 
tinu*  to  d*  m.  Any  time  a  bettor  plan 
for  anything  is  dovolopod  wo  art  for  If, 
regardless  of  whet  th*  previous  prac¬ 
tice  hat  boon.  He  is  correct  in  hit  con¬ 
tention  that  more  tim*  for  fro*  discus¬ 
sion  from  the  floor  should  bo  provided.

GOAL:  ONE  STANDARD  TRAINING  UNION 

One  of  the  greatest  areas  of  needed  development  in  Mississippi  | 

Training  Union  life  is  that  of  emphasis  on  having  more  standard 
unions.  Departments  and  Training  Unions.  Thia  need  is  emphasixed 
by  the  fact  that  last  year  we  had  fewer  standard  units  than  wo  did 
four  or  five  years  ago. 

We  believe  much  of  the  difference  can  be  explained  by  the 
change  in  sending  in  applications  for  standard  recognition.  It  used  j 
to  be  that  each  union  quarterly  carried  such  an  application  and 
consequently  an  Interested  leader  or  president  could  take  the  initi¬ 
ative  in  reporting  his  union. 

Now  it  is  altogether  up  to  the  Training  Union  Director.  Each  I 
quarter,  during  the  last  month  of  the  quarter,  wee  mail  Vo  each 
Training  Union  Director  a  Quarterly  Report.  One  piece  of  informa¬ 
tion  on  this  quarterly  report  is  the  number  of  standard  unions  and 
departments.  On  the  basis  of  this  we  mail  to  the  director  the  re¬ 
quired  number  of  applications  for  standard  recognition. 

Why  do  we  not  have  more  standard  units  of  organization?  It 
could  be  because  it  has  not  been  emphasized  in  the  church.  We  be 
lieve  that  the  Training  Union  Director,  who  is  constantly  talking 
about  standard  work,  emphasizing  it  in  the  meetings,  working  with 
leaders,  presidents  and  department  directors  to  help  them  plan  a 
program  to  reach  the  standard,  will  check  with  them  on  the  matter  | 
and  will  be  eager  to  report  those  unions  and  departments. 

We  believe  each  church  should  set  as  its  goal  one  standard 
Training  Union  and  then  begin  striving  for  that  goal.

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The  sun  was  hot  and  the  at¬ 
mosphere  humid.  But  each  night 
1  after  a  hurried  supper,  we  had  to 
make  our  way  to  church  on  time 
My  father  would  not  mica  the  re¬ 
vival  morning  or  evening. 

"Well,  Dad.”  1  said  to  him. 
"surely  we  wont  be  able  to  go 
to  church  tonight  The  weather 
is  bad  and  we  went  this  morning.” 

‘‘Oh,  yes.  my  son,  we  will  go. 
God's  house  and  its  services  come 
first.”  I  surrendered,  hut  with 
doubt  as  to  his  wisdom. 

My  father  practiced  the  admoni¬ 
tion  “not  forsaking  the  assembling 
of  ourselves  together,  as  the  man¬ 
ner  of  some  is.  ...”  (Heb.  10:25). 
He  practiced  it  sincerely  and  joy¬ 
ously.  I  have  now  begun  to  un¬ 
derstand  fully  his  dedication.  I 
see  him  beyond  the  three  score 
and  ten  years  still  "found  faith¬ 
ful.”  His  hearing  is  almost  gone 
He  could  only  hear  bits  of  my  ser¬ 
mon  last  summer  when  I  preached 
m  "the  old  home  church.”  But  his 
interest,  enthusiasm,  and  loyalty 
|  has  not  waned  a  degree. 

Half  of  the  answer  is  in  the 
words  of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
1  who  answered  a  friend  when  ask 
1  ed  why  he  went  to  church  regu- 
'  larly,  “I  have  in  my  heart  a  lit¬ 
tle  plant  called  ‘devotion’  which  I 
discover  needs  watering  at  least 
once  a  week."  The  other  half  of 
the  answer  in  the  words  of  Al¬ 
bert  Schweitzer,  who  in  one  of  his 
books  tells  of  an  old  man  deaf  aa 
a  post  who  gave  as  Ms  reason  for 
going  regularly  to  the  services  of 
his  church,  “the  communion  of  the

Now  I  know  that  my  father  knew 
that  his  regularity  upon  the  serv¬ 
ices  would  reflect  In  his  children's 
lives,  keep  his  o#n  spirit  fresh, 
and  bespeak  to  others  his  sin¬ 
cerity  and  undying  Interest  in  the 
cause  of  Christ.
